he should have signed. No doubt he deserved punishment for 
these errors, but not at the hands of men calling themselves 
high-tariff republicans, not at the hands of States like Penn- 
sylvania, not at the'hands of industrial oligarchies like Rhode 
Island.-

President who has met unmerited humiliation. Defeat was 
necessary arid inevitable,'but only by treachery and ingrati- 
tude could it be made so overwhelming as to amount to a 
stigma. 


We believe that an informed and charitable public opin- 


ion will presently transfer this reproach from the man to the 
system. The man will be remembered for the good that he 
has done. The system, of which.he has been the most notable 
victim, will be destroyed.—New York World.

Manual "Wireless." 


A new form of generator has boon 


developed by the United States signal 
corps for use with its portable wire- 
less telegraph sets. It consist* of i\ 
small generator, the motor of .which 
is driven by hand cranks through " 
suitable gearing. 
T\vo cranks are 


provided, so that two men may drive 
the motor at the same time, aJid if 
necessary four men may be employed 
—two at each handle. Low and high 
speed releases are provided, which 
disengage the driving gear wlien the 
ppeed rises above or falls below a pre- 
determined limit, ( BO that the :mo,lor 
may be kept at n fairly constant 
speed.
